— The President is pleased to award the 
Police Medal for gallantry to the undermentioned officer of 
the Himachal Pradesh Police : —

Shri Jagdish Chandcr Bakshi, (Deceased) 

Assistant Sub Inspector of Police, 

Sirmur District. 

Himachal Pradesh. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 24th Mary, 1975, Shri Partap Singh and Shri Surat 
Singh fell out of some business transaction at Rajgarh Bus- 
Stand. When Shri Tulsi Ram Thakur and Shri Krishna 
Kumar tried to intervene in the fight, Shri Surat Singh got 
enraged and got hold of a D.B.B.T.. gun and ran after three 
persons, all of whom rushed to the Police Station and re- 
ported the matter to Shri Jagdish Chander Bakshi, Assistant 
Sub Inspector who jfwas at that time taking his lunch at his 

residence. When all the three persons came ou f of the 

residence of the Assistant Sub Inspector, Shri Surat Singh 

fired upon Shri Tulsi Ram from a distance of about 18/20 
yards. On hearing the gunshot the Assistant Sub Inspector 
rushed out of his residence wearing just a vest and dhoti. 
He directed two of the persons to run-back to his quarters 
and hide themselves. In the meantime, Shri Surat Singh 

reloaded his gun and shot at the third person, namely, 
Tulsi Ram bu 1 in order to protect Tulsi Ram Shri Jagdish 
Chander Bakshi jumped in front of Shri Tulsi Ram and tried 
to pacify Shri Surat Singh while he discrcetlv signalled to 
Shri Tulsi Ram to make good his escape. When Shri Tulsi 
Ram escaped, Shri Surat Singh got further enraged and after 
reloading his gun, shot at Shri Jagdish Chander Bakshi who 
was killed on rile spot. 

While attempting to save the lives of the three persons 
from an armed murderer, Shri Jagdish Chander Bakshi laid 
down hls own life.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the night of 29th/30th October, 1977, Shri Sunder Das, 
Sub Inspector of Police, received information that one Sultan 
and two of his associates alleged to be dacoits were staying 
in the house of Shri Mukat Singh of village Nathn-ka-Nagln 
A police party including Sbri Sunder Das rushed to the 
village and surrounded the house of Shri Mukat Singh. The 
dacoits were asked to surrender but they opened fire on the 
police party. In disregard of his personal safety, Shri 
Sunder Das reshed ahead of the police party to face the 
challenge posed by the dacoits. While Shri Sunder Dais was 
about to apprehend Sultan, an associate of Sultan fired 
at Shri Sunder Das as a result of which he wan killed on the 
spot. The dacoits escaped under cover of darkness, 

Shri Sunder Das, Sub Inspector of Polico, exhibited devo- 
tion to duty and sacrilied his life in his effort to apprehend 
a dacoit gang.

Statement of services foi which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 15th April, 1978, Shri Gopal Pradhan, Havildar, 
was detailed on cordoning duty for controlling the crowd 
assembled to witness the festival on the right side of the 
“Rukuna Rath” which is taken out on the occasion of the 
Ashoknstami Car Festival at Bhubaneswar. The Car drag- 
ging ceremony started at about 3.45 P.M. but one of the 
fear wheels of the Car broke at about 5.30 P.M. After 
carrying out some minor repairs the journey was resumed 
but after it had covered some distance and was descending 
a hump on the road it gained momentum and moved to the 
right side of the road thu? endangering the lives of men, 
women and children who had assembled there to witness 
. the ceremony. Shri Gopal Pradhan ignoring the risk to his 
life rushed to the place and suved a number of man and 
women front being crushed under the wheels of the chariot. 
He continued his work of rescuing the men, women and 
children and in that process he slipped and fell into a near 
by drain which wus so dost to the wheels of th'e chariot 
that before he could get out of the drain he was run over 
by the wheels of the chariot and was crushed to death. 

Shri Gopal Pradhan, Havildar, sacrificed his life while] dis- 
charging his duties in disregard of his personal safety.
